To protect taxpayers, nmany state prograns
require the costs of I|icensing, registration, certification, and
rel ated governnent services to be borne by the profession or industry
t hat uses the services, rather than by the taxpaying public as a whol e.
State standards that govern the professional duties of these industries
are intended to protect the general public by safeguarding health
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safety, enployees, and consuners. The | egislative approval of the
fees and fee increases in this act is intended to ensure that the
general public is not assessed these costs while also providing
adequate funding to statutory prograns that safeguard and i nprove
Washi ngton's health, safety, enployees, and consuners.

DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND | NDUSTRI ES- - PREVAI LI NG WAGE- - CERTI FI CATI ON

intent to pay prevailing wages and the certification of affidavits of
wages paid. The departnent may also charge fees to persons or
organi zations requesting the arbitration of disputes under RCW
39. 12. 060. The amount of the fees shall be established by rules
adopted by the departnent under the procedures in the admnistrative
procedure act, chapter 34.05 RCW The fees shall apply to al
approvals, certifications, and arbitration requests made after the
effective date of the rules. Al fees shall be deposited in the public
wor ks adm ni stration account. The departnent nay refuse to arbitrate
for contractors, subcontractors, persons, or organizations which have
not paid the proper fees. The departnent may, if necessary, request
the attorney general to take legal action to collect delinquent fees.

The departnent shall set the fees permtted by this section at a
| evel that generates revenue that is as near as practicable to the
anount of the appropriation to adm nister this chapter, including, but
not limted to, the performance of adequate wage surveys, and to
investigate and enforce all alleged violations of this chapter,
including, but not limted to, incorrect statenents of intent to pay
prevailing wage, incorrect certificates of affidavits of wages paid,
and wage clains, as provided for in this chapter and chapters 49.48 and
49. 52 RCW However, the fees charged for the approval of statenments of
intent to pay prevailing wages and the certification of affidavits of

wages paid shall be ((nre—greater—thantwenty-—fHve)) forty dollars.

(b) Late renewal fee, sixty-two dollars and fifty cents; and
(c) Expired license reissuance fee, seventy-five dollars.

Sec. 44. RCW 18.74.073 and 2007 ¢ 98 s 9 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Any physical therapist or physical therapist assistant |icensed
under this chapter not practicing physical therapy or providing
services may place his or her license in an inactive status. The board
shall prescribe requirenents for maintaining an inactive status and
converting from an inactive or active status.
